| must hold the hydrocyanic acid gas 
long enough to kill the scale. Most 
| army and navy canvas was too stiff 
| and had been waterproofed. 

Finally a supply that sounded 
more promising was located at Ft. 

| Worth. The emergency was ex- 
| plained to the Department of Agri- 
culture, whereupon the Department 
froze 1,500,000 yards of the Ft. 
Worth canvas so it would not be 
disposed of until the citrus industry 
could determine its suitability. 

At this moment, Dr. Fulton of the 
Department of Agriculture, leading 
U.S. fumigation expert, was about 
to go East—via Texas. Dr. Fulton 
was glad to help. He stopped off in 
Ft. Worth, examined the canvas and 
pronounced it satisfactory. Upon 
further inspection of the materials 
the Fumigators’ Association and 
the Pest Control Bureau of the
